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From slums to poverty

Hundreds of non-status 
refugees from Bangladesh arriv- 
ed in Montréal this summer to 
escape imprisonment, torture 
and execution in their 
homeland. 

"Non-status" refugees are 
those who have fled their coun- 
try because of racial or political 
oppression and request asylum 
once they arrive in Canada. Ap- 
proximately 800 refugees from 
Bangladesh are currently 
awaiting status in Montréal. 

According to "agent d'ac- 
cueil" Marie-Cclie Loumal, life 
in Canada has little to offer 
non-status refugees. "They 
come here for something better 
and just don't find it," said 
Loumal, who works for La 
Maisonnée, a Montréal com- 
munity centre that helps 
refugees adjust to life here. 

"These people arc not com- 
ing here because they arc 
hungry," she said, "but 
because guns are constantly 
pointed at their heads. They 
have no choice but to flee. 

"And where do those arms 
come from? The very countries 
(from which) they seek refugee 
status — Canada and the 
United States. The governments 
of these countries ignore the 
refugee problem," she said. 

Political oppression has in- 
creased .since Bangladesh im- 
posed martial law 14 months 
ago. 

Last October* the federal and 
provincial government cut off 
all financial aid to non-status 
refugees and, according to 
Loumal, "never gave any 
reason" for doing so. 

Non-status refugees arrive 
here with little or no money, 
most with no working 
knowledge of either official 
language. They are unable to 
obtain "work seeker permits" 
until they have a job offer; they 
can't accept the job until 
Canada Manpower has proof 
that the "offer" is valid. Once 
this is done, a work permit may 
be issued. 

"By the time they get their 
work permit, the job they were 
offered is probably taken/'said 
Loumal. 

Without financial aid or job 
opportunities, non-status 
refugees have no way of suppor- 
ting themselves. Most rely on 
non-government organisations 
i to support them until they 
' receive status. 

Service d'accueil aux 
voyageurs et aux immigrants 
(SA VI) is presently helping ap- 
proximately 640 refugees from 
Bangladesh: Most receive only 



about $140 a month. "Most of 
the time, these people haven't 
enough money to eat," said 
Loumal. 

Takukdar Rezaul Karim, a 
non-status refugee from 
Bangledesh, ' Lives with seven 
other refugees in a small 1 1/2. 
"We sometimes can't afford to 
eat," he said. 

Karim, along with Rumu 
Islam and Quamrul Islam, has a 
work seeker permit but has been 
unable to find a "job offer" 
since he arrived in August. All 
three presently attend language 
school in Montréal to improve 
their English and learn French. 

"Without it (French and 
English) 1 cannot get a job," 
said Quamrul. 

Non-status refugees usually 
wait at least a year before they 
receive status. Many are refused 
and then appeal the decision. 
Each request for asylum is 
reviewed individually by the 
Refugee Status Advisory Com- 
mittee (RSAC), whose job it is 
to "access the credibility of 
these claimants" and to advise 
the Canadian Ministry of Im- 
migration whether to accept 
them. 

Seventy-five per cent of all 
such applications are rejected, 
sometimes after a waiting 
period of a year and a half.

away 1,400 and Carleton 
University has shut its doors to 
1,000. 

' Almost every college and 
university across Canada is re- 
jecting at least some students 
and most are dealing with the 
problem by raising admission 
standards. In some faculties, 
students with 75 per cent 
averages are not admitted. 

Engineering and computer 
science seem to be the hardest 
hit faculties. At the University 
of Ottawa, for example, 3,126 
hopefuls are competing for the 
1,200 openings in engineering, 
while 1,870 have applied for the 
university's 150 openings in 
computer science. 

At Trent University, students 
who missed school for a year or 
more will be rejected, along 
with those who did not list 
Trent as their first option. 

Thousands of students are 
also being turned away from 
colleges and technical institutes 

Complete enrolment and re- 
jection figures from around the 
country were not available after 
the first week of classes, but 
clearly the situation is the worst 
it has ever been.

The incidence of sexual 
assault on campus has promp- 
ted the recently formed Senate 
Sub-Committee on Safety for 
Women to initiate a séries of 
programs to alert women to 
security problems on campus. 

"The objective of the com- 
mittee is to alert women and 
sensitize them to potential 
danger, not to frighten them," 
said Peggy Sheppard of the 
three person committee. 

The committee intends to 
combat the "conspiracy of 
silence" which surrounds the 
on-campus assaults, said Pro- 
fessor Zulma Nelly Martinez. 

A small percentage of in- 
cidents of attack and rape are 
reported. In a letter published in 
the McGill Reporter this week, 
Professor Sam Noumoff of the 
committee accused university 
administrators of "minimizing 
the facts" on sexual assault on 
campus. 

A pamphlet, outlining 
preventative measures' women 
should take when walking, driv- 
ing or travelling alone, will soon 
be mailed to female students 
registered at McGill. 

The pamphlet suggests, "to 
protect your body, use your 
head." It is adapted from 
another university's effort, with 
special attention given to par- 
ticular problems at McGill, said 
Noumoff. 

The sub-committee has deter- 
mined poorly lit areas of cam- 
pus by taking a series of late 
night walking tours and plans to 
publish maps of these areas 
soon. Committee members ad- 
vise female students to 
memorise the map and avoid 
dark areas. 

Moreover, because threaten- 
ing males have been discovered 
in women's washrooms, a 
poster warning women of this 
eventuality is to become part of 
, the architecture in all women's 
washrooms on campus. 

Visual "repetition will sen- 
sitize women; a one-week cam- 
paign b not sufficient," said 
Sheppard. 

The objective is to remind 
women to remain self-possessed 
in case of assault, and yet not to . 
be complacent, about its 
possibility.

Last year Players produced 
only one major play which 
Kolpak said would fall into any 
of these categories, and it prov- 
ed to be financially successful.

The McGill campus is no longer a place to casually encounter friends in 
peaceful groups of two or three; one now bumps into hordes of twenty or thirty. 
Students are beginning to feel claustrophobic. How does one enjoy "the quiet 
still air of delightful studies" when 35 in a class is expected, 100 is not surprising? 

University enrolment has increased significantly this year. From 1977/78 to 
1981/82, Québec university enrolment has increased by 17.2 per cent. This year, 
12,000 people applied to McGill, 1000 more than last year; 4,700 were accepted, 
up from 4,438 last year. 

AcUninistrative predictions as late as 1980 failed to forsee the jump in enrol- 
ment. The number of high school graduates eligible for university had declined 
(leading the university to forsee a drop in enrolment) but the number of people 
unable to find jobs increased dramatically. They turned to universities, hoping to 
find a better job with a university degree, seeking a temporary haven until pro- 
spects Mn the real world' improved. It's still easier to live on Québec student loans 
and bursaries than to' feed oneself on the welfare allotment for young people. 

So, how does this affect yoii? It's almost impossible to find a seat in your early 
morning Economics 200D class unless you camp out the night before in the 
Leacock Building. Fewer professors are replaced, aging equipment goes 
unrepaired. 

If trends continue as they have for the past five years, the situation can only 
deteriorate. Applications for Arts are up 8 per cent. Science applications are up 
10 per cent, Education up by 18 per cent, and Occupational Therapy up by 32 per 

cent. . ,' ' 

Vice Principal Planning Edward Stansbury admits the university has made no 
plans to compensate for increased demand on university places and increased 
pressure on university resources. Long term plans did not anticipate the leap in 
student enrolment. Short term plans have yet to deal effectively with the ensuing 
problems. There is not enough space; there aren't enough professors; there is not 
enough money to deal with overcrowding. 

In the midst of all the statistics and administration planning reports, we stay 
nestled in our comfy, if overcrowded, haven. 

Yet there is something disturbing about bureaucrats whose planning statistics 
bear no resemblence to reality. Planning for the last five years has been con- 
sistently misguided. ... 

McGill's planning does not compute. Apparently, the number of incoming 
students has been an incalculable input.

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LEGAL NOTES 



If demographic trends continue, 
eight years from now, one household 
n three in Québec will be a common 
aw marriage. However, Québec does 
not legally recognize any 
"matrimonial" obligations between 
two people if they have only lived 
together for a period of time without 
being civilly or religiously married. - 
When a couple wishes to live in an 
"union libre" they should take certain 
precautions to protect their individual 
and common interests as the law does 
not do this for them. 

In this "union libre" each partner 
will be presumed to own the posses- 
sions that he or she has acquired, in- 
herited or brought into the partner- 
ship. If the possession has been 
brought by both partners they are con- 
sidered joint owners. Unless there is 
proof to the contrary they are each en- 
titled to fifty percent of the object. For 
most university-going couples this does 
not pose much of a problem but as the 
possessions increase, it might be useful 
to draw up a list along with receipts, of 
what each person contributed to the 
household. This eases the division of 
assets in the event of a break up, an at- 
tempted seizure by the creditors of one 
of Jhe partners, tax assessment or the 
death of one of the partners. ■ 

Should the couple wish to purchase a 
house or some land, they may choose 
to do so in joint ownership. Both 
names will appear on the deed as 
owners. Otherwise the immovable pro- 
perty iVtiU, belong to the person whose 
name, appears on thcideediat the land 
titles office. However, the law provides 
that; any joint iQwners cart ask to -.have 
the property sold at almost any time. 

Provisions in the Civil Code of 
Québec on rights of ownership, use of 
then-principle family residence or of 
household furniture by a spouse I apply 
only to married couples. Once again, 
an unmarried partner has no right by 
law on the property of the other part- 



ner. The unmarried partner also does 
not have the right to register a declara- 
tion of family residence which would 
prohibit the owner-spouse from selling 
the family residence without the con- 
sent of the other. 

If the couple has been renting a 
home together for at least six months, 
they do havë some protection. If the 
partner who signed the lease abandons 
the other partner, the latter will have 
the same rights as the partner who sign- 
ed the lease if he or she does two 
things. The abandoned partner must 
give notice to the landlord within two 
months of separating as well as stay in 
the premises. 

Although the partners are prohibited 
from drawing up a marriage contract, 
they may draw up a contract to govern 
their existing relationship. This is in ef- 
fect a partnership agreement. Prac- 
tically speaking these are rarely drawn 
up as these partnership agreements art 
basically economic. 

A lawyer or a notary should be con- 
sulted when drawing up a privatt 
agreement for advice' on structuring; 
gifts and other transfers of property.

Which faculties are "weak"? 
No explicit response is given, 
but Principal Johnston's 
remark that "universities 
haven't been successful in per- 
suading people that poets are 
needed" suggests that much of 
the Arts Faculty falls in that 
category. 

His remark, however, con- 
ceals more than it reveals. 
Johnston is trying to shift the 
responsibility (i.e. blame) to 
society, but, as he must be 
aware, by putting more em- 
phasis on certain departments 
over the "poets," the university 
is not trying to convince society 
that "poets" are necessary. 
Rather, it helps to convince 
society of the exact opposite. 

Moreover, his remark ignores 
the fact that society's view of 
the importrance of science has 
been conditioned by the intellec 
tual community to begin with 
The rise of science and 
positivism (led by intellectuals) 
has led other intellectuals to 
seek refuge behind names like 
"the social sciences" and 
political "science." "True" 
knowledge has come to be 
equated with "scientifiec" 
knowledge. 

Science, however, qua science 
cannot really evaluate what it 
produces. For instance, a 
nuclear phyusicist can give us 
many details about a nuclear 
reactor, but the moment he says 
that society should build the 
reactor, he enters a normative 
discussion for which, if he has 
studied only science, he is no 
more prepared than the laymen. 
Questions of ethics and 
philosophy enter, which lab 
technique, although helpful, 
cannot answer. 

Unfortunately, society tends 
to accept the word of the expert 
even when he is making nor- 
mative claims which his exper- 
tise might support but cannot 
prove. Both the expert and 
society must be trained to 
distinguish between analytic 
and normative claims amd must 
learn the basic vocabulary of 
both types of argument if we are 
to solve, the very real problems 
which face society. . 

Great universities such as 
Harvard recognise this need for 
a grasp of both scientific and 
metaphysical thinking, and they 
demand i that their 
undergraduates take a certain 
"core" program which includes 
both science and the arts. 

Principal Johnston had the 
benefit of that sort of progam, 
and in this year' s Student 
Handbook' hé describes a good 
university as one which groups 
"together thinkers' and doers 
who discover new. truths, 
redefine old truths and 
disseminate those truths to 
young people who wantlo learn 
them." (p. 49) It is a shame that 
the policies he now supports will 
lead to a narrowing of the types 
of truths which will be dealt 
with at McGill.

Montréal based DES-Action 
Canada is currently using its 
$72,000 federal government 
grant to establish DES-action 
groups across the country. 

The Montréal centre has 
received 3,000 calls from 
Québecers who have been ex- 
posed to the synthetic hormone, 
over the past several months. A 
support group for DES 
mothers, daughters and sons 
and a self-help manual will be 
set up soon, said Shirley Simand 
of the centre. Information on 
screening for DES is available 
from the McGill Health Services 
and the Women's Union.. 

The centre was set-up by 
former McGill student Harriet ( 
Simand, a victim of a rare form 
of vaginal cancer, resulting 
from the Diethylstilbestrol 
(DES) her mother took while 
pregnant. DES was ad- 
ministered to Canadian women 
from 1941-1971 to prevent 
miscarriage and has led to 
various genital abnormalities 
and side effects in both male 
and female offspring.
